gentlomen expressed the convietion of the worthlessness of
the extorted confession as evidence in this ense.

Enough is known of the case now Lo make it almost im-
possible that this young mun should have committed the mur-
der. Dr, Christison huns investigated criminal records and
secured startling testimony bearing upon the question of the
weight to be given to 4 gweat-box’? confessions of erime where
no corroborating evidence is available, The Springfield Repub-
lienn of Docomber 27, 1006, in commenting on this subject, says:

“Plhere is no sort of question that many innocent people
have been put to death through such evidence, Not long ago
we noted an urtiele in the Green Bag, o legal publieation, which
guve nn account of & case huppening years ugo in Bennington
county, Vi, where s man. suddenly disappeared and two
brothers with whom he was last seen, after being held in juil
for some time and in the midst of mueh popular execitement,
finally were induced to confess the erime, going into all the
details of a shocking murder. Through a string of bare chances
of n most romarkable character, the murdered man was founid
alive down in New Jersey and brought back just in time to
save the brothers from execution, He bnd gone off of his
own free will, One of the most famous eases of thin sort ia
revorded of Gloucestershirs, Eng, back in 1060, where two
Perry brothers and their mother were echarged with the murider
of Willinm Iurrison, who had disappeared. They confessed it,
but Inter repudinted the confession, as did Iveos, but were
convioted nnd hanged. Several years later Hurrison returned
home, One Chiengo lawyer tells Dr, Christison that he has
found recorded in modern eriminal anunls 117 cases of execu-
tion for murder upon confessions in which the alleged vigtims
were afterward found to be alive, The hypnotie theory of
disnssocinted personality certainly hus enough substanee to it
to compel from the ndministrators of eriminal law great eaution
regarding confessions which have been induced Ly what are
known ns police sweat-box methods, "’

It is remsonnble to comelude that the rights of accused men need the
furthor safeguarding of luw; so that there ean be mo time between narrest
and trinl when they ¢an be exposed to any form of police or legnl entechising
without the presence of counsel. To permit anything like nn inguisition by
police or jailors is to return to the medineval code of jurisprudence.

THE HILO BREAKWATER.

Hilo's fight at Washington for a breakwater wns made necessary by the
action of Colonel Heuner, of the Engineor Corps, who had reported ngninst thd
projet. It seems that, according to a Congressional document just issued,
Captain Slattery bad recommended a rubble mound breaskwater, with conerete
superstructure, to cost §2,092,870; but that, on November 7 last, Colonel Heuer,
the division engineer, expressed the opinion that the proposed improvement
was not warranted by the present and prospeetive eommereinl interests in-
Both reports were referrcd ns required Ly law to the Board of En-
gineers for Rivers and Harbors., At this juncture Hilo got busy and Mr.
Thurston was sent to make an argument before the Board. The result of
that and of a further investigation led the engiveers to recommeond n breakwater,
entirely of rock, to cost $1,700,000. In nccepting this estimate, the Chief of
Engineers, Brigadier General Mackenzie, concurred in the opinion that the
benefits to the commercinl intorests of Hawali would justify sueh an outlay.
The approving action taken in Congress followed, enough money being started
through the channels of nppropriation tp begin the work,
